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Lawmakers 


will try to 
stem heroin 


epidemic 


Kentucky ’ s 1 awmak- 
ers filled the state Capi¬ 
tol Tuesday to begin the 
2015 legislative session. 
During their first days in 
session, the senators and 
representatives will elect 
their leaders and begin 
to discuss a variety of 
issues ranging from sta¬ 
bilizing the state’s Road 
Fund to implementing a 
statewide smoking ban. 

At the end of this 
week, members of the 
2015 General Assembly 
will adjourn until Feb. 3 
when they’ll come back 
to Frankfort and begin 
the law-making process 
that will last until March 
24. 

One of the leading 
issues the lawmakers 
will confront is trying to 
combat the heroin epi¬ 


demic that has affected 
many in Gallatin County 
and the rest of the state. 
Proposals include giving 
an addict a better chance 
to receive treatment if 
he’s arrested. 

Other proposals in¬ 
clude a provision to al¬ 
low needle exchanges. 
That approach is favored 
by public health officials 
trying to stop the spread 
of hepatitis and HIV but 
is disliked by conserva¬ 
tives not wanting to ap¬ 
pear soft on crime. 

Another proposal 
increases penalties for 
dealing heroin and other 
opiates without increas¬ 
ing funding for treat¬ 
ment of addicts. 

There were 72 heroin- 
related overdoses report-

We dodge the snow 
but not the cold 


Gallatin County 
missed most of the snow 
that caused significant 
travel problems north of 
here Monday night. It’s 
not expected, however, 
to dodge the bone-chill¬ 
ing temperatures that 
will flow into the area on 
Wednesday. 

Arctic air will surge 
into the county early 
Wednesday morning and 
temperatures are pre¬ 
dicted to fall near zero or 
below. Brisk winds will 
arrive with the cold front 


pushing wind chill fac¬ 
tors well below zero for 
Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday. 

On a positive note, 
forecasters say little pre¬ 
cipitation is expected 
this week so snow will 
not be a problem. 

High temperatures 
will struggle to reach 
double digits until Fri¬ 
day with lows near zero. 

Temperatures will be¬ 
gin to moderate on Sat¬ 
urday and climb above 
freezing on Sunday. 


Jobless rate stays low 


Gallatin County’s un¬ 
employment rate rose 
slightly in November but 
continues to be low ac¬ 
cording to the Kentucky 
Workforce Development 
Cabinet. 

The state’s figures 
say the jobless rate here 
climbed to 5.6 percent in 
November from Octo¬ 
ber’s rate of 5.0 percent. 
There were 222 unem¬ 
ployed workers in the 
county in November out 
of a workforce of 3,762. 

Unemployment also 
climbed slightly in the 
ei ght-county N orthem 
Kentucky area from 4.5 
percent in October to 
4.9 in November. Across 
the state, unemployment 
climbed from 5.3 per¬ 
cent in October to 5.8 
percent in November. 

Boone and Woodford 
counties had the lowest 
jobless rates in the state 


in November at 4.5 per¬ 
cent each. 

The highest unem¬ 
ployment in Kentucky 
in November was once 
again found in the moun¬ 
tains of Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky. Jackson County 
had the state’s highest 
unemployment rate at 
12.3 percent.

News criticized over 
animal shelter coverage 


Dear Editor: 

I’m appalled and 
dismayed after reading 
your front page story 
about the inspection of 
the Gallatin County Ani¬ 
mal Shelter. 

I’d been under the im¬ 
pression you supported 
the shelter but the story 
you printed was a politi¬ 
cal PR job, whitewash¬ 
ing what Bob Nunn and 
Ken McFarland have 
done, both to the shel¬ 
ter and former director 
Robin Costello. 

She raised all the 
money for the complete 
remodel, yard work, 
painting, floors, heat¬ 
ing and air conditioning 
through donations and 
applying for grants. 

She oversaw the work 
and put in countless 
hours of her own time to 
turn the shelter into one 
we could be proud of. 

Now, Bob Nunn and 
Ken McFarland would 
like to take the credit 
and vilify her with un¬ 
true and unproven ac¬ 
cusations which you’ve 
printed without check¬ 
ing the facts. 

A friend and I went to 
the shelter and asked to 
see the dogs because we 
were thinking of adopt¬ 
ing one. We were told 
by Sean Rayboume that 
the shelter was closed to 
the public and adoptions 
were not allowed. He 
then called the police to 
throw us out. 

I called magistrate 
Dudley Gullion and told 
him under KRS 258.119 
law, the shelter must be 
open 25 hours a week. 
Now, there’s a hand¬ 
written note on the door 
stating the hours it’s 
open. 


Also under KRS 
61.850 to 61.991, there 
are laws concerning 
open meetings any time 
the business or financial 
operation of a public 
agency is discussed and 
I have not heard of any 
posted. 

This is a public agen¬ 
cy, funded with public 
money. How it’s run 
should not be decided in 
secret meetings by one 
or two people. 

When I went to the 
shelter on Dec. 23,1 was 
asked for identification 
when I walked in. Why? 

I was finally allowed 
in, but there was only 
one dog and it was to be 
taken (supposedly) to a 
rescue that day. 

I asked where the 
dogs were and was told 
the Judge’s office told 
them not to take puppies 
or cats and all the dogs 
were taken to rescues. 

I do not believe res¬ 
cues will take every dog 
that comes in, so, I want 
to know: where are the 
dogs? 

Shelters all over the 
country are becoming 
“no kiU” and are trying 
to improve the condi¬ 
tions for the animals. 

They’re aware the 
public is not happy with 
the inhumane treatment 
prevalent in many shel¬ 
ters. This is the direction 
our shelter was going 
until recently. 

If you’re going to 
print news, you need to 
actually investigate the 
situation and not just 
take the word of the po¬ 
litically motivated peo¬ 
ple who have created the 
situation.

Is legislature growing more corrupt? 


A national survey of 280 report¬ 
ers ranks Kentucky No. 1 in “legal 
corruption,” including favors in 
return for campaign contributions, 
and No. 3 in “Ulegal corruption,” 
including bribery. 

The research indicates Ken¬ 
tucky is No. 1 in perceived corrup¬ 
tion overall, because no other state 
had such a high combined ranking 
of the two types. Both Kentucky’s 
executive and legislative branches 
scored poorly. 

Kentucky was one of only two 
states (New Jersey was the other), 
where the reporters deemed legal 
corruption “extremely common” 
in the executive branch. 

They saw Ulegal corruption 
as “very common” only in New 
Jersey and Arizona, and between 
“very common” and “moderately 
common” in Kentucky, Utah and 
Georgia. 

Thus, New Jersey had the worst 
combined ranking for the execu¬ 
tive branch and Kentucky was 
second. Steve Beshear, meet Chris 
Christie. 

The Kentucky General Assem¬ 
bly ranked at or near the top in per¬ 
ceived corruption. It was among 
seven legislatures where reporters 
saw legal corruption as extremely 
common, and among ten where U- 
legal corruption was seen as very 
common. 

When those two categories 
are combined, Kentucky, Illinois, 
New York and Alabama have leg¬ 
islatures perceived as more corrupt 
than those in the other 46 states. 

Among judicial branches, Ken¬ 
tucky was one of 15 states where 
Ulegal corruption was deemed 
“slightly common”—only Cali¬ 
fornia ranked higher—and one of 
seven where legal corruption was 
seen as “moderately common,” 
with orUy Nevada rariking higher. 

But even when the judicial 
rankings were included, Kentucky 
ranked first in perceived legal cor- 
raption and third in perceived U- 
legal corruption. The researchers 


noted there were “no responses from 
Louisiana, which is historicaUy one 
of the more corrupt states in Amer¬ 
ica.” 

There are countless pitfaUs in sur¬ 
veys like this—such as the number 
of reporters surveyed, the experience 
and knowledge of those reporters, 
their level of cyiricism, the influence 
of recent events, their own definitions 
of what is corrupt, and so on. 

Beshear has run an administration 
free of outright scandal. He hasn’t 
give us much to worry about. But I 
worry about the General Assembly. 

It’s been 23 years since the FBI 
caught a substantial chunk of the leg¬ 
islature and lobbyists in a corruption 
sting. The scandal, the convictions 
and the resulting ethics law ended the 
cozy relationship between legislators 
and lobbyists, and Kentucky has one 
of the nation’s strongest legislative 
ethics laws. 

Nevertheless, the legislature has 
done little to stem the influence of 
campaign money, which becomes 
more important with each election 
cycle—first as Republicans consoli¬ 
dated control of the Senate, then as 
they moved toward taking control of 
the House. 


That was on display last fall, with 
advertising financed by anonymous 
contributors playing a greater role 
than ever. When some reporter gets 
around to looking at it, we’U have 
more food for thought 

Examples of this legal corruptioti 
can get lost in the avalanche of mon¬ 
ey and legislation, but it was found 
after last year’s primary that lobby¬ 
ing interests gave almost 40 percent 
of the money received by the legis¬ 
lature’s party caucuses, and much oi 
the rest came from people who stand 
to lose or gain at the hands of the 
legislature. 

One example was the nursing 
home industry, which has been sc 
successful in its lobbying efforts that 
AARP ranks Kentucky last in long¬ 
term care services and support foi 
seniors. 

But we’re first in corruption, as 
perceived by those who are supposed 
to sniff it out. That’s something for 
legislators to chew on as they return 
to Frankfort.

Growing up in 
a small town 
in Canada 


By Joan Higgins 

I would like to share 
my experience growing 
up in a small town in 
Northern Ontario. 

The town of Nakina 
was formed in 1923 be¬ 
cause the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railroad decided 
it was an ideal spot for 
changing crews. The 
town was originally 
about 20 miles down the 
tracks and they moved 
some of the buildings by 
flat car to the new spot. 

At first, the town 
consisted of the rail¬ 
road station, post office 
and grocery store. The 
population was usually 
around 700 people. Over 
the years, it never grew 
much more. 

My father was one of 
a few in town who did 
not work for the railroad. 
He was employed by 
Austin Airways (based 
in Toronto) to open a 
base of operations to 
serve the north, the De¬ 
partment of Transporta¬ 
tion, the Ojibway Indian 
reservations and church 
diocese. He flew a sin¬ 
gle engine Norseman 
and most flights were 
no more than 150 miles 
from Nakina. 

In summer, the plane 
was fitted with pontoons 
and landed on the lakes. 
It was changed over to 
skis for winter when the 
lakes were frozen enough 
to land a plane on the ice. 
As the years went by, the 
area became a tourist at¬ 
traction for fishing and 
fishermen came from as 
far away as the United 
States. Dad also deliv¬ 
ered to the outposts and 
churches. Come to think 
of it, he even delivered 
mail, groceries and med¬ 
icine. That airplane was 
their lifeline. 

The winters were long 
and harsh, but we always 
coped. The temperature 
could go down to 60 de¬ 
grees below zero and av¬ 
eraged about 30 degrees 
below zero. We actually 
participated in outdoor 
activities like ice skating 
on an outdoor rink. 

I attended school in a 
two-story building with 
four classrooms, the 
principal’s office, and a 
small gymnasium. Each 
classroom had several 
grades in each room. 
Our education in Nakina 
Public School only al¬ 
lowed us to complete the 
tenth grade. We had to 
go to another town that 


had 12 grades and stay 
with friends or relatives. 
We didn’t have a cafete¬ 
ria and we walked home 
for lunch. 

I must mention the 
hours of daylight in the 
north. In winter, it got 
dark about 4 p.m. and 
the sunrise was about 8 
a.m. In summer, dark¬ 
ness didn’t come until 11 
p.m. and it was daylight 
by 4 a.m. 

The winter snow 
didn’t leave until late 
April and it started snow¬ 
ing again in September. 
We went Trick or Treat¬ 
ing in the snow! 

We had no television 
in the north but we could 
pick up a few radio sta¬ 
tions. One in particular 
was WLW in Cincinnati. 

There was no road into 
Nakina until 1955 and 
you could only get there 
by train or bush plane. 
When the road was com¬ 
pleted, they could final¬ 
ly run telephone lines. 
What an exciting time! 
The switchboard con¬ 
sisted of 200 phone lines 
and three long distance 
lines. No frills there! 

Just as the north de¬ 
pended on the bush 
planes, the town de¬ 
pended on the trains to 
bring supplies, the mail 
and even the daily news¬ 
paper. The newspaper 
came from Toronto, so 
we always read a day- 
old newspaper. 

Life in the north was 
challenging but we man¬ 
aged quite well. 

I arrived in this area 
50 years ago and quickly 
found that Kentuckians 
are a lot like my fel¬ 
low Canadians, always 
friendly and helpful. 

Thank you for letting 
me share a bit of my life 
with you.
